New York Charter 


Up to Assembly

ALBANY, X. V., Sept. G — The Now 


York Legislature icassemblcd 
today 


to consider the subjects of congres- 
sional reapportionmcnt nnd the pro- 
posed new charter for New York city. 
Thu subject of the charter is the om> 
In which most Interest Is 'manifested. 
Whether the Tammany Inilucnce can 
muster enough votes among the Inde- 
pendent Democrats to put the measure 
through Is a matter of much specula 
tlon. The Republican members of th« 
! 


assembly are believed lo be solidly op- 
posed .to It. 


Tho Legislature will take the action 


necessary for the re.ipnortlonment of 
the State Into 1',', congressional " dis 
trlcts. There are now "7 districts. 
represented by 13 Republicans and 22 
Democrats. The ratio of population 
under the present apportionment av- 
eraged 10ii.402.
